The first Is to locate the entire agency in one 
building or group of buildings at Langley, Virginia, about 
a mile and a half froa the District line. The second 
alternative Is to locate something more than half the agency 
within the District readily convenient to the other agencies 
served and aone smaller portion In a different building at 
8 truly dispersed location. It Is understood that Colonel 
Vhite, Deputy Director of CIA, has stated that .the agency 
would be glad to locate some portion of ‘the agency at a site 
meeting all dispersal standards. 

The two advantages of moving avay from the eentfr 
of an a.ssumed target area aret a) lassanad risk qf damage 
to the structure and personnel by a bomb blast and b) 
Increased aase of evacuation from the target area. The 
l*8ngley site la on exposed high ground leas then 2 mllaa 
from the District line. It la about the same distance from 
the zero milestone as the comers of the District .itself . 

A circle with e five mile radius will easily Include the 
Langley site, the Pentagon, the Capitol and all of downtown 
¥aiBhlngtoa. 
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; '.ay C'jntoct with oth'. r agancirs could c- locttfd 
■-frlkln.-, distance of the State Deperticcnt and vith 
optirr.um ef/lciency for all peace time opc-rj tlons, 
L.^toratorles, long-rei^ge study projects ana other functions 
not requiring such contact could be located well away from 
the District. 

In the event of attack' there would be fever 
■aploy es requiring evacuation from the Vatlngton area,

yv-iilt,bl® a substantial nucleus from which it coul'U carry 
or: it? vital post-attack intelligence functions. The 
alsporsed branch of the agency would be small enough so as 
not to constitute by itself a probable target. 

The re would undoubtedly be some Inconvenience to th 
agencv resulting from having a branch building at a dlspersnd 
Location. This in-convenlence In p«“ace time operations r.lght 
be no greater than that which would exist were the entire 
.agency located at wangley. Fr6m the point of view of being 
r. epar^o against ev^-ry attack and considering the security 
•ecui .Pruents of post-attack op'-rat"' one I cepab'LLlty, ‘ r.er*^ 

“cr no doubt but tha t to Locate the agency ct rir: i 
•'o';Lu be vorsr than to locate the bulk of the agenev wltnln 
-ne District and a part of it at a truly dlsp^r-ed site. 
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The l6SF<?n6d risk of dEiKLS.se In 'locstins 
comp red with locotlng within the District Is slight. This 
is pertlcii^rly true ss the size of the Instsllstloji would 
be large enough to Justify special attention in any attack. 

From the point of rlew of Increased ease of, 
eracuatlon the situation at Langley Is not good* The 
evacuation from Langley would premagably be by Route 193 , 
leading northwest to Route 7 and then on that two lane 
highway. Route 193 1« too narrow to carry two parallel lines 
,of cars at SJiy but a slow gpeed. Further, the four-lane 
parkway would stop at Langley causing a major bottleneck 
at the very point where CIA personnel would be Imposed on 


the evacuation route.

From a District site near where CIA Is now located, 
evacuation would be across the new eight-lane Constitution 
Avenue Bridge and then by any one of several major highways. 
There would be a further distance to travel from the District 
taut the better highway position would appear to compensate 
■for that. In short, the Langley site would appear to have 
no advantage over the Dlatrlct from the point of view of 
ease of evacuation. 

The suggested alternative of locating a major part 
of th^ agency within the District and a minor part In a 
setnire spot at a safe distance from Washington would appear 
to have aubatantlal advantages. Those functions requiring 
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
